“LUXURY TAX” PROPOSED FOR 
STATE ON CIGARS, AMUSEMENTS 


Imposition of “luxury taxes,” which 
the author believes would raise hun­ 
dreds of th9U8ands of dollars annu- 
aly for the state’s nneral fund, is 
provi4ed in bills, placed b^ore the 
^ouse by Rep. Watt, Cass Cou.nty, 
chairman of bhe áppropriations com­ 
mittee. 
Tax on tobacco and cigars, antttse- 
ments, cabarets and dances are pro­ 
vided in two bills. 
“The farmers of the state haven't 
got any money,” said Rep. Watt, “yet 
you’ll find the moving picture shows 
crowded and many of those (here 
don’t pay any taxes.” 
After July 1, 1628, a tax of 1 cent 
on each 10-cent cigar sold would be 
collected, a 2-cent tax on each 20­ 
cent cigar and a 10 per cent tax on 
any higher-priced cigar, and a tax 
of 6 per cent on each box, package 
or container of tobncco retailing at 
10 cents or more, it being provided 
if the tax ia leas than one>half cant 
no tax «hall be collected; but if more 
then one-half cent and less thnn on> 
cent, a cent tax ahall be eolleeted.

The fight made by several mem­ 
bers- for passage of the Harrington 
bill, which, if it becomes a law, 
will enable Tommy MeGrill, serving 
a life term in the state penitentiary, 
to go before the state pardon board, 
was won a fte r long debate on the 
floor. The vote was close, 59 to 48, 
with six absent.

The story of MeGrill was related 
by Kcj. Harrington. A boy of 2z 
years age, he handed a gun to his 
brother in jail a t ‘Minot, and hi» 
brother became engaged im an alter­ 
cation and killed a jailer. Tommy, 
the speaker declareiF, Was promised 
by his brother that the gun would 
be used only to bluff the jailer. The 
bill is designed to amend th e 1921 
law which provides a person convict­ 
ed of m urder cannot be pardoned 
before serving half his life expect­ 
ancy, by providing th at if the pris­ 
oner has pleaded guilty and he did 
not directly commit the murder, he 
may go before the pardon board at 
any time.

No action of the North Dakota legi.slature or any other 
organization can stop the better highways movement in the 
nation. 
The legislature may halt the program for North 
Dakota, it may restrict it or it may broaden it, but with 
the continued incrcAse in the number of automobiles, the 
fact that cars ate being brought within the reach of the 
great bulk of people in price, the increasY* in the use of 
. trucks on farms, the great good roads movement is go­ 
ing on. 
It is of course a simple fact that transportation i.s more 
economical over good roads than over bad roads, and the 
•automobile owners w’ho pay .something additional to get 
good roads are compensated in lower running costs.

are 100,000 automobiles in North Dakota, dnd 700,000 p eop le...................

On the usual basis of figuring population of five to a fam ily I “-■afr'amrhumane iminner’’Tn“any 
these figures would indicate that five-.sevenths of the families 
of the state have automobiles. 
The demand for abolition of the state highway commis­ 
sion is founded either upon .selfishness or upon falc premise. 
A good highway commission is directed by engineers, and 
it cannot be said that engineers are not more fitted to liuild 
. roads than any individual in a county or town.ship without 
engineering training. 
There are too many good roads in one county which be­ 
come bad roads in the next counties. 
Automobile tran.spor- 
taticn tran.scends county lin es; to a le.sser degree .state lines, 
and it is on the latter premise that the national government 
has appropriated hundreds of millions of dollars for building 
of roads. 
The national government recognizes the value of a state 
highway commi.ssion dominated by engineers. 
If there had 
been no highw'ay commission in North Diikota the great 
Mi.vsouri river bridge would never have been built. 
If there 
is no highway commission the people of Fargo will nevei' 
get federal aid for building a bridge across the Red River. 
If there is no highway commission North Dakota will have 
a system of local roads, a patched system . 
North Dakota 
\vill fall by the wayside in the great national movement, and 
her peonle will feel it when tourists turn their paths through 
other .slates. 
The legislature can well afford to take steps to bring the 
expenditure of the great bulk of road funds in the state 
under the direction of engineers of the state highway com­ 
mission. 
If an investigation should show the pre.sent high­ 
way commission at fault, there still would be no reason for 
condeming the .system. 
And if the road work of the state 
is consolidated and correlated, the legislature will have ac­ 
complished a real step in a program of economy and effi­ 
ciency.

HIS FIRST SERMON IN BISMARCK 


In n li'ttcr to the Ftiiniarck Tribune 
Jacob Hotbschilcr writinK from Huil- 
i'lii'st Huncary, where he was sent 
by a North Dakota relief work orpan- 
i/.atioii to aiil in imiiroving conditions 
ni Kurope r.'poi'ts that he finds polit 
ical. s< ial, and economic chaos in 
Hungary.

Mis letter foMows; 
lJudapest, HunKury, 
Jan. 20, 1922. 
To the lii.smarek Tribune, 
Dismarek. N. D. 
On his way to (iilessn, Russia, hav- 
ini; .spent threi' weeks in Uunijary, 
.\Ir. ajcoh KothschiMer of Bisniarci. 
reports a .successful continuance o> 
his journey. 
In lluntrary he finds 
an internal situation uppro.ximatin», 
politic.il, eeononiic and social chaos. 
The country is not only suffcrinK 
from the exhaustion retributive to 
participation in ii Kruelline war, but 
also from the loss of two-thirds of 
its territorial possessions. 
In ad 
diton, the harsh measures and dis- 
er|minutinK ireatntont inflicted on 
the people within the lost provinces 
by the annexinc Kovcrnmcnt», have 
caused threat number.! to seek safety 
in their diminished homeland. Hun­ 
gary, is therefore, overburdened with 
a penniless population to which, 
throuprh lack of industrial dcvolop- 
mrnt she is totally unable to give 
adequate support. 
Situation Critical. 
In Budapc.st the housing situation 
is critical. Kamilics are quartered 
in makeshifts of all sorts, even to 
box-cars on railway sidings. There 
has heen a consequent crowding to­ 
gether in tenement houses. On one 
of his excursions around the city for 
the purpose of investigating condi­ 
tions of the poor, Mr. Rothschiller 
vii ited only tenement districts. His 
conclusions warrant that one-half 
the residents of Budapest live in ob­ 
ject misery and distress. Families 
of six to eight persons occupy, at the 
best, two and three small rooms for 
a home, w'ith only the mcagerest of 
furnishings and equipment. Sanita­ 
tion and ventilation do not exist, 
filth and squalor, form substitutes. 
To the class living under these cir­ 
cumstances, America is their only 
hope. They look and wait for the 
United Stats to force a peaceful *et- 
tlemont of European affairs; to pro­ 
vide charity and relief; and to make 
the gold loans necessary to rc-cstab 
iish business stability. . 
Mr. Rothschiller, throughout his 
stay in Budapest, was associated with 
ihurch and charity organizations of 
every denomination. He personally 
visited many institutions, and made 
bequests of 50,000 to 100,000 kronors 
at each place, amounting in total to 
n sum of 1,500,000 kronors, or $500 
in our money. In this manner he had 
the opportunity to thoroughly ac­ 
quaint himself with the scope of 
charity work in Hungary, and to as­ 
sure himself of a fair distribution 
of his offerings. Hungary on the 
whole is a backward country, and 
poorly organized, for this reason 
very little aid for the poor has been 
received from foreign nations, and 
practically no propaganda for this 
purpose disseminated. 
Coincident to the universal dis­ 
tress and shortage of employment is 
the corresponding disinclination of 
the people to apply themselves and 
the lack of confidence fora better fu­ 
ture. A poor man is glad to work 
to keep alive, but the one who has a 
little surplus is content to live spar­ 
ingly and lose it all in idle exist­ 
ence. He argues that wages are nig 
gardly, and that taxes, higher prices, 
and depreciating currency make it 
impractical to save and plan ahead. 
Showing Films. 
With him, Mr. Rothschiller, has 
. six reels of film which he has bor­ 
rowed from the State Department ot 
Immigration for the purpose of show­ 
ing the European beneficiaries of 
North Dakota generosity, the manner 
in which our ciitzens live and work.

Fort Berthold was one of the Amer­ 
ican Fur Company's trading posts 
on the Missouri. It was about 90 
miles liy the trail above Bismarck. 
Remnants of three tribes were ga­ 
thered about the post. They were 
liaiided to help one another against 
the more hostile Sioux or Dakotas. 
The American board made the occu­ 
pation cl Fort Berthold a special 
object foV the ccntenninl year and 
sent us to begin the work. On Fell. 
22, 1876 I was ordained a foreign 
missionary at Yankton. It was the 
first missionary ordained in 
‘-’.le 
Dakotas. Father Seccombc was mod­ 
erator, and Pres. Magoun, J. 
I’. 
Williamson, Joseph Ward, 
A. 
L . 


Riggs, and Ehnamani, the Dakota 
preacher, took part. 
.Mr. Hall relates that he made a 
trip down the Missouri bjr steamboat 
to preach one Sunday in Bismarck. 
"Here in Bismarck I preached my 
fir.st sermon in the boundary of 
wliat become North Dakota. It was 
in 
the 
unfinished /Presbyterian 
church of which the Rev. Mr. Sloan 
was pastor. Bismarck was a collec­ 
tion of log houses that stood ready 
to be put on wheels at any time as 
the title to the ground in dispute. 
"There were about 400 people liv­ 
ing there. The text of my sermon 
was “Hitherto Hath the Lord Helped 
” —fi the siib'cct: “Not Our 
Past History, But the Faith of the 
Past Exercised in the PrcsFht, Will 
Save Us.” In the evening we had a 
service' on the boat. First wc ,had 
the colored "roosters or roust­ 
abouts" perched on barrels and 
sacks on the lower deck listening 
to the preaching some of them had 
requested. After dark wc had preach­ 
ing in the cabin. There were pas­ 
sengers, cooks, and some of the army 
officers, two army surgeons, one 
from Virginia and one from Boston, 
a young lieutenant from New York 
harbor, people going to Slontanu, 
one of the river pilots, the assist­ 
ant engineer, anil blacksmith, port­ 
er, steward, clerk, women and ba­ 
bies, and some children from New 
York City streets.

SAYS FARMER 
WOULDREAP 
SH IM EFIT 


Senator Jones Appeals For 
Passage of the Ship Sub­ 
sidy Measure 


Washington. Feb. 7.—The farmei 
more than any other group interest­ 
ed in the country would benefit by 
the immediate passage of the ship­ 
ping bill now pending in Congress, 
Senator Jones of Washington, who 
has charge of the measure in the sen­ 
ate, declared in an pddress read here 
today before the convention of the 
National .Merchants Marine associa­ 
tion. His prepared address was read 
by Winthrop L. Marvin, the senator 
being unable to appear. 
Emphasizing the dependence of tho 
American farmer on foreign markets 
Senator Jones' message declared that 
the shipping bill, "by equalizing the 
difference in cost" of American and 
foreign ship operation would mean 
for the farmer American transporta­ 
tion instead of foreign transport.i 
tion. 


Washington, Feb, 7.—Exclusion 
of Japanese immigrants and a re­ 
duction in the percentage of aliens 
admissable from European coun­ 
tries would be provided for by 
sections of a próposed permanent 
immigration restriction act ap­ 
proved by the house immigration 
committee. Completion of the en­ 
tire measure within a day or two 
and a prompt report to the house 
is the committee’s plan. 
Japanese exclusion would_ be 
made possible, it was _ explained, 
under a general provision of the 
bill, which sets forth that “an im­ 
migrant not eligible to citizenship 
shall not be admitted to the Unit­ 
ed States.” To meet treaty stipu­ 
lations exceptions would be made 
in the cases of ministers of. the 
Gospel, professors or colleges, 
members of any “learned profes- 
son” and “bona fide students” who 
seek to enter the United States 
solely for the purpose of study at 
an educational institution parti­ 
cularly designated by them. Such 
students who married after enter­ 
ing the country would be deport­ 
ed, however. 
As affecting Europe and the 
near east the bill would reduce 
the quotas of immigrants from 
any one country in any one year 
to four hundred and in addition 
two persons of the number of for­ 
eign iHjrn individuals of such na­ 
tionality resident in the United 
States as determined by the 1890 
census. The present restriction 
act, which this bill would replace 
and which expires by limitation 
on June 30, Í924, places the quotas 
at three percent, based on the 
census of 1910. 
The number of immigrants who 
would be admissible in any one 
year under this provision is esti­ 
mated at 186,437 as against the 
358,837 annually under the present 
act, but actually the 186,437 total 
probably would be greatly exceed­ 
ed through the operation of gen­ 
eral provisions designed to avoid 
division of families.
